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567—32.2(455B) Definitions. For the purposes of this chapter, the following terms shall have the
meaning indicated in this rule.

“Health effects standard” means the level of an airborne pollutant required to trigger plans and
programs to abate emissions of airborne pollutants.

“Health effects value” means the level of an airborne pollutant commonly known to cause a material
and verifiable adverse health effect.

“Separated location” means a location or object from which a separation distance is required under
Iowa Code sections 455B.134, 459.202 or 459.204, other than a public thoroughfare.
